Fennel has a hot, sweet flavor 


vmniudiup; one. ot anise. 
A few 


seeds add spiritless to fruit pies 
and baked fruit. The leaves, fresh 
or dried, arc often used tor .sea- 
soning fish. 
Fresh fennel some- 


times is served as'a substitute for 
celery. 


Marjoram Is used, cither 
frcBh 


or dry for flavoring soups and 
stews and in the stuffing tor all 
meats and fish. 


Sage" ordinarily is used in pout 


try and meat dressings, but It is 
•also good in cheese dishes and veg- 


etable combinations. . The flowers 
sometimes are used in salads, espe- 
cially in those made with cheese. 


Thyme and summer savory are 


used much the same as sage. Sav- 
ory 
combines 
particularly --well 


with horseradish In sauces. v 


Sweet basil has a" flower much 


like cloves. 
It may be used In 


salad tomato soups and sauces. 
Km It punches are given a refresh- 
ing spicincss by the addition ot 
the crushed leaves. 


These condiments aU are very 


inexpensive and add practically 
nothing to the cost of cooking. The 
occasional use of them will Impart 
a new flavor and Intercalate every- 
day dishes.
